BLUE BOOK FOR 
OFFICIAL MANUAL 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 24. 
—Designation of the “Blue Book’* ai 
tho official manual of Missouri and 
regulation of th© material that may 
be Incorporated In the volume is pro­ 
vided in a senate bill Introduced by 
Senator Painter of Carrollton. 
The 
measure places full responsibility on 
the secretary of state for what 
is 
| printed in the “Blue Book" and also 
holds him accountable for duplies- 
j tion of reports and documents that 
may have been printed previously in 
departmental bulletins. 
Violators of 
the proposed law 
would be subject to a charge of mis­ 
demeanor and if convicted liable to 
a fine of not less than HOO 
nor 
more than $1,000. 
It shall be unlawful for any offic­ 
er or any employe of any officer of 
this state, or any board of depart­ 
ment or employe of any officer there­ 
of, to cause to be printed at state 
expense, any duplication, or 
re-ar- 
ran cement of any part of said man­ 
ual," the bill reads. The bill also de- 
clares it a violation of law to insert 
portions of other departmental re­ 
ports, previously published, with the 
exception of the tax commission and 
board of equalization, as special priv­ 
ileges ar© granted them under the 
bill. 
The Jaw sets forth precisely what 
material may be published In the re­ 
ports of the state departments. 
It 
also provides that the secretary of 
state must approve statislcal 
and 
general information offered for pub­ 
lication in departmental bulletins. 
It further declares that no part of 
the law may be construed as prohib­ 
iting the publication of law* pertain­ 
ing to roads, schools, or any other 
subject in pamphlet form, when the 
publication is specifically 
required 
by law.

Stock Trains Restored. 


LITTLE CHANGE IN 
FARM CONDITIONS 


By the Associated Press. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb., 24. 
—Farm conditions in Missouri, Iowa 
and Kansas have changed but little 
since the first of the month, E. A. 
Logan, regional director of the U. 
S. Crop Reporting Service announ­ 
ced here today. Roads are generally 
in good condition. Snow in Iowa is 
general and Is expected to prove 
beneficial to crops, Mr. Logan said. 
There Is sufficient moisture in the 
soil to insure fair crops for Missouri, 
this year. Mr. Logan asserted and 
continued: 
“During the first week 
in February considerable plowing 
was done in Missouri, 
and 
more 
land has been broken for 
spring 
plowing than for many years. 
In­ 
stances are known of ice being cut 
from local ponds and on either side 
land was being plowed. 
“Missouri wheat has possibly suf­ 
fered the last few days, especially on 
exposed thin clay knobs. 
Through­ 
out most of Iowa wheat is winter­ 
ing well. 
Many farmers have har­ 
vested Ice in Missouri and Iowa. 
“There ic some shoitage of grain 
cars in Iowa, 
but 
movement 
of 
swine and cattle 
is 
considerably 
heavier than the last fifteen days of 
January, and all livestock are re­ 
ported In good condition. 
“Labor supply is sufficient for pres 
ent requirements, and no shortage Is 
anticipated In the cotton counties, 
(of Missouri) Lambing has 
begun 
with no serious losses, and winter 
pigs are doing well. 


The Missouri, Kansas 
& 
Texas 
railroad has restored the daily double 
livestock train service from Sedalia, 
Mo., to Kansas City, which was dis­ 
continued last summer owing to the 
strike. The trains move from Seda­ 
lia to Paola, Kas., where they con­ 
nect with the main line into Kansas 
City. There Is a train each way 
daily, leaving Sedalia 
at midnight 
and Paola at IO p. rn. The Missouri 
Pacific, which serves a more north­ 
ern territory between Sedalia and 
Kansas City, supplies only two trains 
a week to the Kansas City market, 
thus forcing a large supply of live­ 
stock to go to more eastern markets 
at considerable increase in freight 
rates.

Three 
common 
cows 
representing the kind of animals that 
are found on the ordinary farm cost 
their owners an average of $1.13 for 
feed for every hundred pounds of 
milk produced. Good grade cows pro­ 
duce a hundred pounds of milk at an 
average feed cost of 53 cents. 
In estimating the average feed cost 
per cow, it was found that common 
cows cost on the average $51.30 per 
year w'hile high-grade Holsteins cost 
$53.15. The poorest of the grade Hol­ 
steins used In the test produced al­ 
most twice as much milk as the best 
common cow*. The common cows use! 
in this coparison were better than 
the average Iowa cow, which pro­ 
duced 2,709 pounds of milk in 1920. 
Other tests conducted by the Iowa 
experiment station give proof as to 
the value of pure-bred sires In bring 
Ing about increased economy in pro­ 
duction of dairy products.

Planting Perennials Early 


Despite the well-established 
cus­ 
tom of waiting until midsummer to 
plant perennials, after the annuals 
have been put out and other garden 
worft has been attended to, the earl­ 
ier perennials are planted the strong­ 
er and bigger plants they will 
be 
next fall to go Into winter quarters, 
and the finer and more abundant the 
bloom the following year. Buy per­ 
ennial seeds with the annuals and 
have them ready to 
put in 
the 
ground. 
Start perennials as soon as 
the 
ground is ready to be worked out­ 
doors, and you will have much finer 
results than if you wait until June 
or later. Whi’e June planting will 
give satisfactory plants, which will 
produce a fine crop of bloom 
the 
following year, the extra season of 
growth secured by planting a month 
earlier will be that much clear gain. 
Some of the perennials, such as 
Delphiniums, bloom the first 
year 
from seed, and by early planting it 
will be possible to determine which 
ar ethe inferior varieties before wait­ 
ing until the second season 
Del­ 
phiniums need close selection to se­ 
cure fine varieties, as a number of 


the seedlings will produce flowers of 
Inferior size, and they 
should 
be 
weeded out and only the larger-flow­ 
ered and sturdier-growing forms re­ 
tained. 
Hollyhocks sown early will give 
taller and stronger spikes next year 
than the later sown ones, although 
even self-sown hollyhocks from by 
dropped after the blooming 
period 
are reasonable sure to bloom the 
following year if given an opportun­ 
ity to develop. 
Biennials suck as the Canterbury 
bell and foxglove, which are some­ 
what difficult to winter 
owing 
to 
their susceptibility to crowm rot dur­ 
ing thaw's, if given an early start and 
allowed to make strong clumps, win­ 
ter with more prospects of success 
than when they are only half-grown 
plants. Foxgloves and Canterbury 
bells should be placed on the sum­ 
mits of small mounds or hills, w’hen 
they are placed in their permanent 
quarters, so th a t the rains and melt­ 
ing snows will drain away rapidly. 
This trick will bring them through 
often where previously it has been 
impossible to winter them except in 
cold frames.

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■WHIT HAPPENS TO CLOTHES, 


Modern Laundry Is a Marvel of Effic­ 
iency and Thoroughness 


When the laundry 
man 
departs 
from your door, does it ever occcur 
to you to wonder just what happens 
to those personal belongings which 
you cram into a b ag at the beginning 
of the week and take fresh and clean 
from a carefully w rapped p arce l sev­ 
eral d a y s later? 
Probably 
not 
one 
woman 
in a 
hundred 
knows 
the 
processes 
through which her clothing and linen 
is put each time it Is sent to that 
more or less indefinite place called 
•’the laundry.” 
She knows that the clothing 
is 
washed and ironed and that by some 
miraculous feat her belongings 
are 
separated from the belongings 
of 
dozens of families and returned to 
her with rarely any article missing. 
This is the modern w*ay of doing 
things .and behind it is a system re­ 
m arkable in its completeness, and a 
system which has beer worked out 
so that the labor of a busy 
house­ 
wife is lightened and Monday is no 
longer the most dreaded day of the 
week. 
Curiosity caused 
a woman 
not 
long ago to visit the 
laundry 
to 
which for months she had been send­ 
ing her entire family 
wash. 
She 
found a big concrete building, two 
stories high, with wide windows on 
all four sides. 
The sun 
stream ed 
through these windows upon dozens 
of smiling faced men 
and women, 
who without any hurry or bustle, but 
quietly and efficiently, were engaged 
in the necessary operations of laun­ 
dering clothes for a goodly propor­ 
tion of New York’s citizens. 
At one end of the room the bags 
w ere b rou g h t 
iii and the 
clothing 
sorted, white garm ents in one pile, 
colored in another, silk in a separ­ 
ate pile from wool, and stockings In 
a pile by themselves. 
Each pile was 
then placed in b ags made of course 
open work mesh, with a number des­ 
ignating th a t p a rtic u la r wash stam p­ 
ed on a large piece of cotton which 
was pinned to the bag. 
By this meth 
od the custom of marking each g a r­ 
ment w ith unsightly ink marks is ob 
viated. 
The bags were placed in individu­ 
al washing machines and the entire 
laundry of u single family w*as done 
at the same time, and was never 
brought into contact with the cloth­ 
ing or linen of any other family. 
Only the finest of soai flakes were 
used, and the clothing put through 
so many w aters that the last w*as as 
clear as crystal. 
The next process 
was that of drying, which was done 
by means of m achines revolving so 
rapidly that every bit of moisture 
was gently drawn from the garments 
without any squeezing or wringing. 
The finer a rtx le s of apparel were 
Ironed by hand, and the bed 
and 
table linen put through a smoothly 
padded machine, which 
was care­ 
fully 
run so that 
there 
was 
no 
chance of even the slightest injury. 
After that the clothing was 
sorted 
and the belongings of each individ­ 
ual family arranged in large 
new* 
paper bags placed in wooden boxes. 
The hags were closed and fastened 
down with pasters, and there was no 
string to make any m arks on or to 
cut into the beautifully ironed and 
folded garm ents. 
By delivering each 
laundry In Its separate box, there is 
no possibility 
of anything 
being 
crushed. 
The cost of a family wash, Includ­ 
ing everything for a family of four 
or five, is surprisingly low, but even 
less expensive is an arrangem ent bv 
which only the table and flat linen 
is Ironed and the tvearinc apparel 
starched and dried, so that with lit­ 
t l e effort a woman mav iron those

leum Institute. 
OklahOma-Kansas showed a daily 
average gross production of 486,500 
barrels, a decrease of 3,750; and Ar­ 
kansas an increase of 2,700 barrels. 
In Oklahoma production of the Osage 
Nation was shown as 114,950 barrels 
against 119,500 barrels; Tonkawa 54.- 
barrels against 48.200; Lyons-Quinn 
9,900 barrels against 10,850 and the 
output of the Bristow pool was 56,- 
700 barrels against 57,300; Eldorado, 
Arkansas, 19,200 barrels against 20,- 
200 and Smaskover, Arkansas, 80,400 
barrels against 76,750.

PLANNED REBELLION 
IN HOISE OF DAVID

RT. JOSEPH* Mich., 
Feb. 24.—A 
rebellion aaainst the rule 
of Ben­ 
jamin Purnell of the House of David, 
the Benton Harbor religious colony; 
the looting of the Shiloh Building, by 
hundreds of the sect, after a 
“gas 
attack” ; seizure of 
$300,000 
sup­ 
posed to be in the building and the 
setting up of a new colony to 
be 
known as the “League of Nations/’ 
and over which a woman was to rule 
as “Queen,” were being planned in 
1920 
when 
John 
W. 
Hansel 
of 
Nashville, Tenn., was expelled from 
the sect, according to the bill 
of 
particulars in a suit filed in circuit 
court here by Purnell. 
The head of 
the colony seeks to recover $200,000 
damages from Hansel and eight oth­ 
er former members of the cult, who 
are alleged to have been parties to 
the reputed conspiracy to work the 
organization. 
“Threat, force and violence” were 
to be used in disrupting the colony, 
the bill declares, in detailing the 
alleged plot. Hansel, it was alleged, 
was the originator of the reported 
plan. 
The queen of the new colony was 
to have been Gertrude Bully, form­ 
erly a leader among the women of 
the cult, the bill declared. 
Purnell's suit follows action in the 
courts taken by Hansel and two oth­ 
er respondents, Mrs. Ruth Bamford 
Reed and her sister, Mrs. 
Gladys 
Bamford Rubel of Detroit. 
Hansel seeks to recover property 
he declares was turned over to the 
cult when he joined, valued together 
with his labor, at $80,000. 
Mrs. Reed and Mrs. Hubei recently 
filed suit against Purnell for $800,000 
declaring their wealthy parents turn­ 
ed their property over to the 
sect 
when they became members a score 
of years ago. 
The 
women also 
charge Purnell 
with 
mistreatment 
and with forcing them to marry men 
of his choice.
